AN GPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Dear Residents, 
The Structure of Adult Training will be dramatically changed 
following a report by the Manpower Services Commission to the 
Secretary of State. This has been endorsed and will be implemented 
by September 1988. The new strategy will be aimed at enhancing 
training opportunities for the long term unemployed and to relieve 
skill shortages by increasing the supply of trained workers. This 
scheme will replace the present 37 Adult Training Schemes which are 
currently being operated by the Manpower services Commission. The 
principle features of the new scheme are that the programme will be @ 
voluntary, contain high quality training, individual programmes 
tailored to each participant, locally planned and delivered, 
participants will receive incentive payments. Each individual will 
have up to one. years training which will include at least 40% off the 
job training leading to qualifications or credits. All those 
unemployed for 6 months or more in the 18 to 24 age range and those 
in the 25 to 30 age range who have been unemployed for two years or 
more will have a guarantee for a place on the new scheme. 
Participants on the scheme will receive a training allowance in 
excess of that which they would receive on unemployment benefit 
There will be encouragement for those not on the unemployment 
register, i.e. women to return for training, they will also receive a 
special allowance. Cambridgeshire County Council is discussing with 
the M.S.C. what role it can play through its Colleges of Further 

Education and the current Community Programme Scheme. the County is 
already heavily involved with numerous M.S.C. schemes and hopes to 
Play a major part in this new Training Strategy.

The Education Committee has recently held a Seminar on Examination © @ 
Results following the 1987 Examinations for GCE, CSE and Common 
Entrance Examinations for 16 - 18 year olds. Entrants to GCE, CSE 
and-Comman Entrance Examinations have continued to rise, the average 
pupil taking nearly.7 papers. The pass rate has continued to 
improve; the County average higher grades in at its highest level, 
29% of pupils gained 4 or more higher grades which is a-S% increase 
on last year. The total number of entries now exceed 356,000, of 
these nearly 20,000 are at higher grades. There have been Similar 
improvements at A level where the Cambridge Area Pass Rate now stands 
at 83%, since 1976 there has been a 61% increase in the numbers 
taking A Level subjects and passes have risen from 2,369 tc 3,624
